record. year for the manufacture of 
beet sugar, in point of production. 
The growers of the beets are prosper- 
ing because of the heavy yields but 
the sugar makers are. not in such a 
favorable position as last year, owing 
to the lower level of prices. Weather 
conditions in California have not been 
all that could be desired, but in Colo- 
rado practically the entire season has 
been ideal for the growing of the 
beets and the development of the 
saccharine contents. All the facto- 
ries in the northern part of the State 
have been working up beets for a 
number of weeks and thus far the 
yield has averaged over twelve tons 
an acre. 

Grand Junction factories expect to 
pay out a total of $600,000 to beet 
growers of that district. In Idaho 
and Indiana also conditions have been 
favorable and there have been rumors 
of several new factories being bull 
for the next season. 

The owners of the plant at Garden 
City, Kan., expect to work up about 
90,000 tons of beet sugar. Tonnage in 
Emmet county, Iowa, is running be- 
tween ten and twenty tons an acre, 
although this is the first season been 
have been grown there or a large 
ale. At Billings, Mont., the acreage 
planted was 83 per cent. greater than 

year and the big factories have 
been running at 100 per cent. capacity, 
to take care of the yield. In the 
North Platte Valley of Nebraska beets 
are averaging about fifteen tons to the 
acre and the growers are receiving 
about $5.25 a ton delivered. 

The Scotts’ Bluff plant has been 
working full and one day made a rec- 
ord run of 1664 tons.

Feels Nation’s Pulse, 


HAIRMAN SUMS 
UP SITUATION. 


BELIEVES DEMOCRATS WILL 
NOT ATTEMPT TOO MUCH. 


— — ——'0＋e[. 


Present Prosperity to Be Uninter- 
rupted by Hasty or Ill-Advised 
Legisiation—New York's Exposi- 
tion Delegation Here to Look Us 
Over—The Guests of City. 


Norman FE. Mack, chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. 
who arrived in Los Angeles last even- 
ing with other members of the New 
York State Panama Exposition Com- 
mission, of which he is chairman, 
summed up the political situation, as 
he sees it, with brevity and clear- 
ness. 

He asserted that Taft is an honest, 
conscientious man and a good Presi- 
dent, that President-elect Wilson is 
wise in his decision to call a special 
Session of Congress to make the 
promised tariff changes; that busi- 
ness interests need have no fear of 
too great a reduction, as there is no 
desire on the part of the Democratic 
party to injure the present wonder- 
ful prosperity of the country; that 
the Bull Moose party is a dead issue; 
that the Republican party will sur- 
vive the present split and come out 
triumphant, and that, in all prob- 
ability, William Jennings Bryan wil) 
be offered the position of Secretary 
of State and ‘will accept. 

“We have just come from San 
Francisco, here we spent a week 
making preliminary arrangements 
for New York's bufiding and exhibit,” 
said Mr. Mack. “We have $700,000 
at our disposal for site and building. 
and our State will have one of the 
finest exhibits at the big fair. We 
shall be out again next year to lay 
the corner-stone. 

“The Panama_ Exposition will be 
a tremendous success. People will 
flock to it by millions. The whole 
Bast is talking about it. Los An- 
geles will benefit with the northern 
city, for all the 1916 visitors will 
come here as, well as to San Fran- 
cisco. The same holds true of other 
Coast cities in a lesser degree. So 
Will the whole Pacific Coast territory 
benefit vastly by the Panama Canal. 

“Wilson is wise in his decision to 
have a special session of Congress 
and get the tariff reduction over 
with. In no case will the reduction 
be sufficient to injure business. I 
believe the cust of living will be 
materially reduced, however. The 
big interests of the country are not 
worrying over the outcome of the 
special session. They feel that the 
time has arrived for a lower tariff 
and that the Democrats will not go 
too far in this direction. The party 
will treat business with the respect 
to which it is entitled, and at the 
same time the platform pledges wil! 
be carried out. 

“The Republican still 
very much alive. 
will come back into the fold before 
next election. They will try and gain 
control. I make no predictions as 
to what extent they may succeed. 
Roosevelt will get back into the 
party very quickly if he sees a chance 
to get hold of the reins. He has lost 
much ground with the people and I 
hardly see how he can expect to re- 
gain it. 

“Taft is an honest, conscientious, 
able man and has made a good Presi- 
dent. His one mistake was in heed- 
ing wrong advice and thus failing to 
provide for more reductions in the 
tariff. That is the only thing that 
spoiled his chance of re-election, and 
I believe that had he been left to 
act on his own judgment the desired 
tariff revision would have been forth- 
coming. 

“Bryan has Been given none too 
much credit for bringing about the 
nomination of Wilson. I believe he 
will be offered the place of Secretary 
of State, and that he will accept. 
Democrats will be universally pleased 
if he does. 

“The last time I was in Los An- 

les was twenty years ago, on my 

oneymoon. I remember we stopped 
at the Westminster Hotel. I guess 
there have been a few changes here 
since then.” 

The visiting party consists of Mack, 
John R. Yale, member of the New 
York Legislature, and vice-chairman 
of the commission; State Senators 
John F. Murtaugh, Thomas H. Cul- 
len, George H. Cobb, Thomas H. 
Bussey, James A. Foley and George 
H. Whitney, Arthur A. McLean, John 
Dix Come, D. L. Ryan and William 
Leary. Others with the party who 
are not on the commission, are James 
W. Riley, Mack's private secretary; 
F. 8. McCarthy, Thompson Douglas.

C. B. Myers, architect.

Sudden Marriage, New Will, 
Dead in Four Hours. 


Brother Talks of the Money; 
Mysteriousl y Slain. 


Uncanny as the somber creation of 
a Poe is the mysterious fatality ap- 
parently centering about the life 
savings of a Santa Monica merchant. 
Closely interwoven with the history 
of the gold is a set of circumstances 
embracing the romance of a hurried 
marriage; the making of a new will 
bequeathing the entire estate to the 
bride of two weeks; the sudden death 
of the bridegroom four hours after 
signing the document, and the subse- 
quent murder of the dead merchant's 
brother jmmediately after he claimed 
to have ‘received a share of the 
estate. 
Following close on the sudden death 
of John B. Evans, came the news that 
Joe Evans, a long-estrangea brother, 
intended to contest the will which left 
everything to the widow. The latter 
was notified yesterday that, shortly 
efter boasting that he had received 
a substantial part of his brother's 
estate in cash, Joe's dead body had 
been found in a marsh twenty miles 
from Salt Lake, terribly mutilated and 
hacked. 
The day before he was murdered 
Joe Evans met Frank C. Lovesey, a 
letter carrier, and told him he had 
settied his claim against the estate 
of his dead brother, had received the 
money and intended to go to Wales 
the following day to visit a sister. 
This story is refuted by the brothers 
widow, Mrs. John B. Evans of No. 
2823 Moneta avenue, this city. She 
denied that Joe had received so much 
as one cent from the estate of her 
husband. 
John Evans was well-liked and 
widely known in Santa Monica where 
he had lived most of his life. He 
was thrifty and industrious and had 
worked hard to accumulate & little 
capital with which he intended to go 
Into the clothing business. Just what 
he had saved is a matter of conjeo- 
ture. His neighbors and fellow towns- 
men generally credited him with be- 
ing worth about $20,000, but this, ac- 
cording to the widow, is an exaggera- 
tion. Early in May of this year, he 
planned to go into the clothing busi- 
ness and with this purpose in view 
rented storeroom in 4 new building 
at Utah avenue and Third street in 
Santa Monica. 

MAKES WILL; DIES. 

Evans unexpectedly married in May 
and brought his bride to live in a 
cottage rented from 0. I. Davies, 
who lived 


for many years. On 
June 1, at 10 o'clock Mr. and Mrs. 


Davies were called to the Evans home 


where they were informed that they 
were wanted as witnesses to sign a 
will. The document was brief as to 
form and did not go into details mere- 
ly setting forth the desire that upon 
the death of the testator his property 
should go to his wife, Mae J. Evans. 
At 2 o’clock the next morning Evans 
died. 


Although an autopsy established 
that death was due to natural causes, 
ugly but groundless rumors began to 
spread about the town. Telegrams 
and letters of inquiry asking for par- 
tieulars concerning the sudden death 
of Evans arrived daily. was

In a statement made last nigh 
he asks an investigation of the resort 
and declares that if it is found that 
the law has been violated there he 
will “nail the doors shut and never 
open them again.” For the terrible 
toll of death on the road from the re- 
sort in the early morning hours he 
blames the city of Los Angeles. He 
says he dees not admit minors and 
does not sell liquor to intoxicated 
ersons. 
The statement follows, verbatim: 
“T wish to announce that at the 
conclusion of business last night, 1 
voluntarily closed the country club 
and will keep it so untl a full and 
complete investigation of our meth- 
ods of doing business cian be made. 
“If the Board of Trustees of Ver- 
non, the District Attorney, the Coro- 
ner, the Automebile Club of Southern 
California, the grand jury, or anyone 
else can find we have been violating 
the law or conducting the place im- 
properly, I shall gladly nail the doors 
shut and never open them again. 
“However, if after a proper inves- 
tigation has been made and things 
are found to be right, I shall go 
ahead with my business as I have in 
the past. 
“I wish to call attention to the fact 
that the worst of the unfortunate au- 
tomobile accidents have happened at 
the unprotected railroad crossings on 
East Ninth street in the city of Los 
Angeles. At Alameda street, where 
the Southern Pacific crosses Ninth 
street, the only protection whigh an 
automobilist has is an electric bel! 
which sometimes rings and more oft, 
en does not. This crossing is partic- 
ularly dangerous on account of the 
fact the buildings on either side are 
so placed that it is impossible to tell 
whether a train is approaching or 
not. 
“At Tennessee street (the 
Electric crossing) there is neither 
bell nor watchman. The trainmen 
are extremely careless here and I 
have myself on three different occa-

sions seen trains backed across this 


place without lights, dell or warning 
of any kind. 

“It was less than sixty days 
that one of my employeés’ auto aa 
strucw by a train which neither car- 
ried lights nor made a warning. There 
were four men who saw this acci- 
dent. We have all had narrow es- 
cn pes at these two places and so um- 
pressed was I with the danger that 
I hired two watchmen with lanterns 
and placed one at the Pacific Elec- 


tric tracks and the other at the 
Southern Pacific crossing at Alameda 
street. 


“These crossings are located about 
three miles from my place of bust- 
pess. 

“In regard to the accident which 
happened Thursday night, I will say 
that just so long as fhe city of Los 
Angeles will permit the street car 
company to run their trains on the 
left-hand track, it will be impossible 
to avold striking automobllists who 
are accustomed to use the right-hand 
track to avoid the slower traffic near 
the curb. 

“There is no better conducted cafe 
in Los Angeles county than the 
Country Club. Almost since the firat 
day we opened, there has been an 
investigation going on regard the 
manner, in which the place is run. 
liad there been infractions of the 
law, they would: have been discovered 
and we would have been prosecuted 
long before now. 

“We do not admit minors and so 
etrict have we been in this respect 
that the results have sometimes been 
almost laughable. We do not sen 
liquor to intoxicated persons nor will 
we adit any of them to the club. 

“If the club fs at fault in anyway, 
it ie on account of the fact that wea 
have caused 500 automobiles to run 
where formeriv onl¥v one would drive. 
Fast Ninth street has been taken for 
its own bv the railroads and unless 
they are foreed to pretect their 
crossings in a proper manner and 
observe the rules of the road while 
doing their switching on this street, 
these accidents are likely to con- 
tinue. I fall to see, however, where 
the Country Club can be biomed for 
this de ncitian,”

FROM CHARTER. 


Chairman of Its Creators Is 
Routed in Debate. 


Proposed Municipal Freak’s 
Torn to Tatters. 


Oligarchic Ring Planned for 
Dragged to Light. 


Dr. John R. Haynes, chairman of 
the Board of Freeholders which draft- 
ed the proposed city charter, attempt- 
ed at the Labor Temple last evening 
to defend the creature of his brain 
against the clear cut, decisive, and 
overwhelming arraignment of the 
document by Gesner Williams, whe 
pointed out its absurdities, its pitfalls 
and the long train of evile which will 
follow in the wake of its adoption. 

The defender of the establishment 
of an oligarchy in Los Angeles, was 
depressingly weak on argument, but 
he came in strong on personalities. 
He intimated that his opponent was 
in the employ of the “special inter- 
ests,” that he is in the employ of 
the liquor dealers, and that, anyway, 
the truth is not in him. He apolo- 
gized fer the late appearance of the 
printed copies of the charter, and for 
its deplorable printing. This he said 
is the fault of Council and the City 


Clerk. 
declared to de 


The charter he 
short, simple and easily understood. 
The audience, a little later, made him 
read a paragraph over twice and then 
they didn’t know what it was all 
about until Willlams explained that 
the clause takes away the referen- 
dum rights of the people if the City 
Clerk sees fit to hold up the refer- 
endum petition bevohd the thirty 
days epecified In the proposed char- 
ter. 

Haynes defended the right of the 
city to run a bake shop, pickle farm, 
or crematory because that would 
make “big business suffer.” He de- 
clared the contemplated “efficiency 
bureau” a gem of governmental ex- 
cellence, although admitting that it 
would add $36,000. to the tax budget. 
Williams then showed that under the 
provision there is really no limit to 
the amount which may be raised for 
the sake of “efficiency.” 

DID; DIDN'T. 

Williams had ‘the unhappy de- 
fender on his feet ten seconds after 
he pegan his reply. All he did was 
to ask a question about the suspen- 
sion of civil service for six months 
after the adoption of the new char- 
ter, should it be adopted. The doc- 
tor admitted that he had said in an 
interview that thie was erroneous, 
then he denied that he admitted it 
and when Williams quoted from the 
document itself, the professional fad- 
dist merged himself into*among those 
present 

Williams pointed out that the city 
may never, under the proposed char- 
ter, get a dollar of profit from any 
cheese factory, shoe shop, or moving 
picture show it may engage in under 
the public ownership clause; that the 
charter is really the product of 
Haynes and Lisener, and explained 
that the commission form of govern- 
ment came from the dire need of the 
city of Galveston to suppress lawless- 
ness there after the disaster which 
everwhelmed that municipality. “Is 
Los Angeles so lawless that we re- 
quire a centralized or concentrated 
form of government to cope with the 
situation’” he asked. 

Through tts thousands of ap- 
pointees, he showed how a great poli- 
tical ring will be built up that will 
“dominate the city for fifty years to 
come, when the Mayor and three com- 
missioners hold the destinies, the 
credit and the very honor of your 
firesides in the hollow of their 
hands.” 

TAX LIMIT JOKER. 


The speaker explained the removal 
of the tax and debt limit, one of the 
jokers tn the proposed charter which 
seemingly provides against this very 
thing and then permits the indef- 
inite levying of “special assessments.” 
“The charter,” he said, “is. thrown 
together without thought or care for 
the sole purpose of establishing a 
centralized form of government, and 
as 4 sop to the people to foster upon 
them the tnfamous sale of liquor u- 
censes under guise of the Guttenburg 
system.” 

The removal of the veto power and 
the power of the Mayor to shift his 
commissioners about like se many 
pawns until he has them where he 
wants them, and the solid four be- 
comes a reality, and a bitter ar- 
raignment of the Civil Service Com- 
mission which he said “is a farce and 
a delusion, as it Is now conducted 
and as it will be conducted under the 
new charter,” occupied the speaker 
for a portion of the thirty-five min- 
utes allotted to him. | 

“The people governed the least have 
the best government,” said Williams, 
“and they have the right as free- 
born American citizens, to elect the 
men who govern them, and not to 
have them appointed for them. The 
offices belong to the people, and the 
two forces which joined hands in the 
framing of this charter are the forces 
opposed to a representative govern- 
ment and those opposed to all things 
a free people ought to believe in.“ 


MOTORCYCLISTS INJURED. 


— 

One Crashes Into Auto and An- 
other Collides With Street Car. 
Painfully Hurt. 


Two motorcyclists, Oscar Neubert 
and PF. J. Hughes, were painfully in- 
jured in collisions yesterday and were 
rushed to the Receiving Hospital. 

Neubert, 19 years old, of on- 
tarlo, ran headlong into an auto- 
mobile driven by an unidentified 
driver on the Pomona boulevard near 
Puente, sustained a long gash across 
the abdomen and lacerations of the 
right knee and right hand, and lost 
$25 in coin when a pocket was torn 
from his trousers.

AST’S PATH TO 
GREATER FUTURE 


HEBREW SAVYANT PLEADS FOR 
LIBERAL JUDAISM. 


Dr. Israel Abrohams, professor of 
Rabbinics at Cambridge Untversity 
and perhaps the foremost exponent 
of his race in preaching and teaching 
the doctrine of Judaism, addressed & 
large assembly at Temple B'nai B'rith 
on “The Justification of Liberal 
Judaism,” last evening. 

Dr. Abrahams stands at the pivotal 
point, and sees in retrospect a people's 
history, but rather he likes to loo! 
ahead and construct from his depth 
of learning and intimate contact with 
the history of the race and with the 
people themselves still greater 
achievements which he hopes are to 
become reality through the “lbefal 
Judaism” of which he spoke. .

ECALL MOVE 
GENTLY DIES. 


Says 


Lampert, Giving the 
Coup de Grace. 

After a scant three days, of 
life the movement to recall 
Mayor Alexander turned up its 
toes and gently died lastnight. 
Its coup de grace was a- 
ministered by J. M. Lampert, 
who took charge of affairs fol- 
lowing the somewhat hurried 
withdrawal of F. M. C. Choate, 
discharged Deputy City Prose- 
cutor, self-styled secretary of 
the “Citizens’ Good Government 
Alllance“ and the man credited 
with fathering the effort to in- 
voke the recall. The last rites 
for the effort will be said at 10 
o'clock this morning, when As- 
sistant Secretary Van Devan- ~ 
ter, who been in charge 
of the soliciting, will meet his 
force at the office, 128-130 
Title Insurance building, to 
pay them the 2 cents per nathe 
for the names already signed 
to the recall petitions. Lampert 
said last night that the re- 
maining outstanding obligations 
will amount to about $50. He 
Claims 5000 names secured al- 
together. 

Lampert made the following 
statement regarding the demise 
last night: 

“There have been several * 
conferences lately on the ques- 
tion of recalling the Mayor and 
we have always decided that 
it would be mopportune at this 
time. Friday morning we 
learned that Mr. Choate, th 
spite of our advice, had started 
the movement. At the suggeés- 
tions of friends I tried to find 
out what was back of it. The 
first thing we did was. to 
eliminate Mr. Choate, becans® 
of the odium attaching to his 

name through recent develop- 

ments. This gave me the op- 
portunity to carry out my own 
views and those of the men 
who had previously conferred 
in the matter. 

“The reasons for calling off 
the effort at a recall are these: 
At this time It ts politically 
inexpedient, as seemingly in- 
dorsing. doctrines exploited at 
a recent campaign. Further, 
the people are not prepared for 
it. It came not in response to 
a demand by responsible 
citizens, but rather from a few 
who have been hitherto very 
inactive in public affairs. 
Thirdly, our efforts should de 
‘concentrated to defeat the pro- 
posed charter, which plans a 
centralization of power in the 
hands of those who have made 
possible conditions justifying a 
recall, instead of being ex- 
pended on a side issue,” 


From Their Head. 


HAVOC TO SCHOOLS NM 
THE PROPOSED CHARTER. 


HE proposed new charter will 

demoralize our school system. 

Section 2, Article 1 of the docu- 
ment provides that “The title to all 
property of the city, or of the people 
of the city, including all property 
heretofore of record in the name of 
any officer, board, commission, or de- 
partment of the city, shall hereafter 
vest and stand of record in the name 
of the City of Los Angeles; and it shall 
be the duty of every such officer, 
board, commission or department, or 
the successor thereof in office, imme- 
diately upon the taking effect of this 
charter, to execute to the City of Los 
Angeles such conveyances as may be 
necessary to put the provisions of this 
section into effect.” 

The title to the school property of 
Los Angeles city is now vested in the 
Board of Education of Los Angeles 
City School District. Should the new 
charter be adopted the title to all 
school property within the city—ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 in value—will 
pass from the Board of Education to 
the Mayor and aix Commissioners 
who are the trustees of the City of 
Los Angeles. 

From the adoption of the present 
city charter in 18 until 1904 the 
Mayor and City Couficll held the title 
to all school property—-bought sites 
and built the schoolhouses. They 
called all bond elections for the issu- 
ing of school bonds. The Board of 
Education was a mere figure-head; it 
could hire teachers and buy supplies, 
but could not build a coal shed with- 
out the sanction of the City Council. 

This condition of affairs was exceed- 
ingly unsatisfactory and gave rise to 
much ill-feellng between thé two 
bodies. The charter was amended, 
creating a board of seven members 
from the city at large, instead of nine 
elected by wards; and empowering it 
to buy property, bulld schooclhouses 
and call bond elections. The property 
bought by the Council has all been 
deeded to the Board.of Education. 

If the new charter ts adopted, that 
within the city wif) have to be deeded 
back to the city.-represented by the 
commiasioners.

“They were saved from their neigh- 
bors. The crooked generation about 
them was their most obvious danger. 
Careless, unpenitent, unforgiven and 
unspiritual, a man might not stay 
with them and be safe. The church 
is a protest and. condemnation to- 
ward the world. The disciple of the 
Lord must leave the one for the 
other. If his neighbors will not go 
with him he must save himself from 
them. The church can be popular 
with the world only when the world 
is saved.

POWER 18 GIVEN TO MAN FOR HIS

“The Secrét of Power“ was the top- 
ic of a sermon preached yesterday by 
Rev. Dr. Campbell, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, during the 
course of which Dr. Campbell said: 

“When the beauty and attractive- 
ness of a pure and unselfish lte 
touches the world of mankind no mat- 
ter whether it be men of noble and 
Christlike purpose or men — ignoble 
and even demon-like in purposes such 
a life has the effect of inspiring oth- 
ers with the spirit which it possesses 
even though men do not always ac- 
knowledge such influence nor do they 
follow up such inspiring power that 
enters the heart. 

“No man can possibly keep out of 
his life the effect which comes from 
the power of the life-giving sun which 
scatters his rays to all parts of the 
world. He may shut himself within 
the dungeon for a while but when he 
comes out into the sunlight the pow- 
er and influence of the sun's rays are 
the more effective upon his physical 
being, also upon his spirit. There 
is in this world a Light whose power 
and influence upon the soul of man ts 
just as marked and even more ef- 
fective upon his life than that influ- 
ence which is so apparent when the 
sun pours out his light upon the earth 
effecting nature and man whose whole 
physical being depends upon the light 
of the sun. 

“Christ said that this power which 
manifests itself in many ways was to 
be given to men for his use and for 
mis glory. He said to those who stood 
nearest him in whose presence he ex- 
hibited something of his pure and in- 
spiring life ‘ye shall be endued with 
power from on high.’ 

“He said also that there were con- 
ditions upon which men might rejoice 
in the consciousness of the posses- 
sion of this power ‘Blessed are the 
pure in heart’ and ‘If you know my 
will happy are ye if ye do it.’ 

“Let us tarry for a while as we look 
into some of the conditions which re- 
veal the secret of the power that ef- 
fects the soul of man and leads him to 
go forth to act nobly. think high 
thoughts and live victoriously in this 
world.”

CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THE CROSS REVEALS ENOUGH FOR 

JUSTICE, ENOUGH FOR GOD, 
ENOUGH FOR ME. 

At Calvary Baptist Church the 
pastor, Rev. W. Leon Tucker, after 
an absence of two weeks, spoke 
Sunday morning on the text, “The 
God That Is Enough.” 

“In the Bible,” he said, “there is 
something in a name. Names ve 
great spiritual significance, and not 
only reveal God's nature, but also 
His dispensational dealing with the 
earth. 

“If you box the compass of hu- 
man infirmity, o every point 
you shall find an all sufficient God. 
Wherever you discover human in- 
firmity just there ts an all-sufficient 
God who is able to meet every case. 
The revelation of God at Calvary is 
‘Enough.’ The cross reveals enough 
for justice, enough for God and 
enough for me. 

“God is enough in the believer's 
trials and testings. Environment ts 
not necessary for victory. Some 
people may be kept a little sweeter 
by environment, but a true Christian 
will make sweeter any environment. 
It was only a few days ago that I 
said in this pulpit no calamity can 
come into the believer's life. What- 
ever comes is from his Father's 
hand. A few days ago I was put 
to the test. The disease of diphthe- 
ria seized my only child as.if for 
conquest. In the dark hour when 
the heart strings were drawn and 
two worlds appeared we were en- 
abled to say this is the Father's 
hand. He is the God who is enough. 
He is enough for human pleasure. 
There is more in Him than all else 
besides Him. Said one to another, 
‘How empty this world is without 
Christ.“ The reply was, “Until you 
know Christ you do not know the 
world’s emptiness.’ 

“The worldiing thinks the world 
is full and Christ is empty. The 
Christian knows that Christ ts full 
and that the world is empty. Oh, 
may we come to know El Shaddal, 
the God who is enough.” 


DR. CARTER. | 
FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 
HELL ABIDES THE SAME NOW AS IN 
SHE DAYS OF OUR 
FATHERS. 

The rebuke that Jeremiah offered 
the false prophets when he said they 
were saying, “Peace, peace, when 
there is no peace,” was the topic of 
the sermon by Dr. C. M. Carter at 
the First Baptist Church Sunday 
evening. He said in part: 

“To say, ‘Peace, peace,’ does not 
make peace, neither to say, Lord, 
Lord,’ assures one that he will enter 
heaven. Indeed there are some who 
loudly say ‘Lord, Lord,’ who know 
not the Lord. A criticism was once 
made of a certain minister, ‘He says 
the name of Christ the oftenest in 
his sermons and preaches the least 
Christ of anyone” And there are 
those who wduld abolish hell by the 
action of a church council, or by a 
peculiar transiation of the ascrip- 
tures, or sometimes through the 
newspapers. But hell abides just 
the same now as in the days of our 
fathers, as at the time when Dives 
lifted up his eyes, ‘being in torment,’ 
from its depths, and on through all 
the past ages. To say, ‘Peace, peace’ 
when there is no peace does not 
bring the soul into harmony with 
God 


“The Holy Spirit inspires men to 
do right, to be gentle, loving, pure 
and holy. Satan inspires men to be 
self-important, self-agsertive,  self- 
boastful and self-gratifying. When 
in doubt what to do stop and con- 
sider; does it tend to peace, to help- 
fulness of others, to love, or tend to 
the reverse? If a certain act will 
please God is it not of God? If we 
know it is not pleasing to God is 
it not inspired of Satan? Remember 
that at the very time Jesus was 
giorified on the Mount of Transfigu- 
ration Satan was upsetting the faith 
of His followers at the foot of the 
mount 

“Real peace is not found through 
the refusal to see the evils round 
„bout us. To boast that this city 
has no poverty means that we are 
ignorant of the condiuion of thou- 
sands of our  fellow-citizena. To

ST. ATHANASIUS CHURCH. 
SOCIETY NEEDS PROTECTION FROM 
THE COVETOUS HATRED OF 
DYNAMITERS. 

In St. Athanasius Episcopal Church 
yesterday the rector, Rev. C. T. Mur- 
phy, took cognizance of the beginning 
of the Advent season in his sermon 
on moral control “Knowing the 
time; that now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep,” was his text, and 
he said in part: 

“In this we are agreed: Moral con- 
trol is needed in all departments of 
society. The growing intensity of 
modern life and the increasing pres- 
eure of social forces will spell the 
doom of civilization unless the con- 
science of man controls the activities 
of men more and more completely. In 
the stone age a man could easily, run 
out of the range of his enemy's primi- 
tive weapons. But when covetous- 
ness or hatred stirs the brute in the 
modern human being armed with a 
suit case of dynamite in a crowded 
city, society needs the protection of 
such moral control over that man's 
conscience as will prevent a catas- 
trophe. Between nations, between the 
Classes and the masses as well as be- 
tween individuals, the rule of right, 
the law of justice and the command 
Love thy neighbor as if he were thy- 
self, needs to be obeyed more literally, 
more particularly and more univer- 
sally as life becomes more involved 
and charged with power. 

“But moral control does not seem 
te be keeping pace with the situation. 
There is more ethica! discussion than 
formerly; there is perhaps a more 
widespread knowledge of right. But 
the modern conscience seems to be 
flabby. There seems to be an inability 
rather than an indisposition to de 
what is right. What men need is 
not more knowledge of duty but more 
power to do it. They need the sense 


danger when it is disregarded. They 
need to be sharply awakened from 
thelr comatose moral condition to a 
vivid realization of their account- 
ability to God the Righteous Judge. 

“The message of. Advent season 
should arouse our consciences to ac- 
complish duty and thereby control our 
destiny. Death and judgment lie be- 
fore us all. There is no escape from 
these for any man. The tired ostrich 
may hide his head in the sand, but 
does not thus elude his pursuers. 
Shutting our eyes to the inevitable 
does not help matters. We must all 
die, and ‘after that the judgment.’ 
Now is the time to prepare for these; 
now is the day of salvation. Make a 
fresh start with God, and take Him 
as the controlling factor in your te. 
‘Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give 
thee light.’”

Dr. J. Whiteomb Brougher 
preached last night to a great con- 
gregation at the Temple Auditorium 
on “Bouquets and Brickbats, or What 
Other People Think and Say About 
Us.” He took for his text, I Cor. 
iv:2-5. Among other things he said: 

“Paul declared that it was of lit- 
tle concern to him what people 
thought and said about him, but he 
was greatly concerned as to what 
God thought and said. In spite of 
the fact that it is utterly impossible 
for us to read motives and to com- 
prehend the real spirit of one an- 
other, yet we continually pass judg- 
ment upon one another. 

“For a few moments let us notice 
some of the judgments to which we 
are exposed. ; 

First. Our own judgment upon 
ourselves. The man* who is going 
to be able to look the world in the 
face and wage. successful 
must 
rity. 

“Second. The judgment of our 
friends. Sometimes the opinions of 
our friends are biased by love in 
our favor. But happy is the man 
who feels that his reputation is ab- 
sohutely safe in the hands of those 
who know him best. Wretched is 
that man who feels that he is a 
hypocrite and scoundrel in the eyes 
of those who know him intimately. 

“Third. The judgment of people 
in general. The public observes the 
general course of our life, and ‘popu- 
lar opinion’ has its idea of us ‘He 
is a good man, or He is a bad man,’ 
or ‘He is a popular fellow.“ ete. Thus 
the people in general have their 
idea about us. 

“Fourth. The Judgment of Our 
Enemies. We have ta make a dis- 
tinetion as to what our enemies think 
about us and what they say about 
us. This distinction ts very clearly 
brought out. both in the life of Jesus 
and of Paul. Jesus was accused by 
his enemies of being a ‘wine-bibber’ 
and a ‘glutton.” They accused both 
Paul and Jesus of attempting to stir 
up an tnsurrection. But all the time 
they knew that they were lying. Jesus 
defied his enemies to convict him of 
sin. Let us live such a life that our 
enemies will be compelled to admit, 
although they Me about us, that they 
‘receive the due reward of their 
sins, but this man hath done noth- 
ing amiss.’ 

“Fifth. The Judgment of God. We 
may be absolutely sure that the 
judgment will be impartial and just. 
God knows us better than we know 
ourselves. He knows all the good 
and evil we ve done, and all we 
are capable doing. The man 
whom God knows is the real man. 
Our self-concelt may keep us from 
seeing ourselves as others see us. Our 
friends may be partial and make us 
out better than we are. Our enemies 
will make us out worse than we are 
if they can. But God judges us just 
exactly as we are. He knows all the 
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world of today.

The debt of Turkey ts about $700,000,000. 
It is held in London, Paris and Berlin. 
Much of this debt is secured on the customs 
revenues which are collected at Adrianople, 
Durazzo, Mitylene, Monastir and Salonika. 
These ports contribute 21 per cent. of the 
total revenue of Turkey in Europe. Should 
the Balkan States hold these ports the ability 
of the Turkish government to meet the in- 
terest on the national debt would be seri- 
ously impaired and the Rothschilds and 
other European bankers would suffer im- 
mense losses.
